Rev. AI mo, of Stockholm, Observe 
Our Work 


Rev. George Almo, of Stockholm, 
Sweden, a deaf gentleman and a 
minister to the deaf of his home 
country, accompanied by Rev. A. O. 
Wilson, Baptist minister of Dallas, 
Texas, were guests at the school 
October 20 to22. Rev. Almo is spend¬ 
ing several months in the United 
States stnding the education, religi¬ 
ous and indnsirial condition! of the 
deaf in this country. Both gentle¬ 
men addressed the student-body in 
the auditorium, the former giving a 
very interesting narrative of the con¬ 
ditions pertaining to the deaf of Sbt- 
den. 

The method of instruction nted 
both in Sweden and Denmark ia a 
combination of the oral and the man¬ 
ual alphabet methods. Rev. Almo 
is himself a splendid lip-reader and 
a fluent speaker. Thia was clearly 
demonstrated in the fact that he could 
Ret from the lips of the superinten¬ 
dent every sentence spoken in Nor¬ 
wegian, which is considerably dif¬ 
ferent from the Sweden, and could 
aiticulate so well that by adaptation, 
Mr. Bjorlee could carry on a coversa- 
tion with him without difficulty. 

This being Rev. Almo's first visit 
to America, he has not mastered spo¬ 
ken English, bnt can read the prin¬ 
ted page and doubtless before the end 
of his visit he will be able to carry on 
an oral conversation in English. Con¬ 
sidering the handicaps, it must be 
conceded that onr Swedish friend 
has exceptional abilities along this 
line .—Maryland Bulletin.
